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ANICDOTES of PETER PINDAR, £7. 
[From the European Magazine. ] 


HE lives of literary men are generally fo little employed 
in the baftle of the world, that their charatters are per- 
haps more properly deducible from the natare of their compo- 
fitions than from any obfervations of theircondu&. The pre- 
fent fubje&, however, of our biographic notice has mixed fo 
much with mankind, and has been diftinguifhed for fuch an 
extenfive intercourfe with the various conditions of human life, 
that nothing of the ufual barren uniformity of literary purfuits 
is to be deemed defcriptive of his career: though indeed it 
muft be acknowledged, that all reprefentations of it, not furs 
nifhed by himfelf, muft neceffarily be confidered as partial and 
inadequate, The imagination of the poet maft undoubtedly 
be formed by nature ; but if he withes to. render his art efficas 
cious, and raife the eftimation of mankind, he muf turn his 
eyes Jiligently upon the works of his great beaefattrefs, and the 
operations of human life, that this imagination may be ftored 
with materials for her labours, and enabled to borrow illaftra- 
tions from all thatcan give force and variety to her exertions, 
That the lively genius who at prefentengages our atreation 
has been liberally gifted in point of imagination, and that his 
original capacity has been enriched by wide and perfevering ina 
duitry, the multiplicity of new conceptions and variety of allu« 
fions obfervable in his works, will abandantly teftify. But as 
Vow. X. 248. 2R many 
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many of our readers are probably ‘as ‘well acquainted with his 


prody@tions as ourfelyes,they may,perhaps,chofe. to exercife their 
own judgéments’ on this “head, and require’ fome wnerdoresre-. 
fpeGing the life of a man who has by novelty of imagery, bold- 
nefs of fatire, and force of poetical genius, fo much fignalized 
himfelf at this period. We will readily Jay before them all 
that we have been able to procure refpeCting the private life of 
this extraordinary offspring of the mufes; and alfo make fuch 
references to his works 4s may tend to joftify the very high 
opinion we ptofefs to entertain of bis abilities, we 

The gentleman then who has figured in the poetical world 
under the appellation of Peter Pindar, in reality bears the name 
of —ke—t, and is defcended from a refpectable family in 
Devonthire. He was bred to the ftudy of phyfic, and practifed 
fometime with fuccefs in Cordwall; but notwithftanding that 
he applied himfelf very ferioufly to his profeffion, a genius like 
his. could not be retrained within the dal! limits of formal bu-. 
finefs; be was therefore found frequently addreffing the ladies 
of Helicon, 

In this, county hé formed a ¢onneétion’ withthe late Sir 
William Trelawney, and followed his fortunes to Jamaica, of 
which Ifland he was madé Governor during the Adminiftration 
of, Lord Shelburne, At this place we find the Doétor at the 
{um mit of medical elevation, by being appointed Phyfician 
General to the Ifland, enjoying and enjoyed by thé lively inha- 
bitants. 

lf wedo not miftake, the Doftor, during his refidence in this 
ifland, was induced to enter intu the clerical funétion, on a 
proipect of important preferment: but being difappointed' he 
relinguilbed the profeflion of a divine before his departure for 
England, and has never fin¢e refumed it.—This circum{tance 
of his life, wennderRand, boneft Peter has always been unwilling 
to acknowledge; but as impartial biographers, we think it our 
duty to reveal it to our readers, 

On his return to England, he re-aflumed and pdrfued his 
original profeflion for feveral years ; but “chefing ‘(as it is fatd 
he often has wifely declared) rather to live happy on one guinga 
than miferable on fen, he quitted tlic ploamy chambers of fick- 
nels for the chearful regions of Patnaffus.  Itis neewfe!s to ob- 
ferve what opportunity of penetrating into the Charsé&er, and - 
obferving the weaknels of human nacere, the Duétor mit have’ 
cerived from his profefion; and how far this’ might tend to 
afift him in his poetical pérfuits, ‘The Doftor’s “attachment t 
poeuys however, at lait obtained fuch an’ afcena ancy Over” him, 
that though his repute as a phylician was very high in his native 

couaty, 
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county, and confequently productive of confiderable emoala- 
ment, he found it impoflible toextinguihh the poetic fervor; aad 
as the confined {phere in which, he moved in Cornwall could not 
afford fufficient materials. for exergife, or {ufficient entertain- 
ment to gratify a genius;like. his, he entirely relinquihhed his 
medical profeflion, and commenced his literary career in a place 
more adapted to his powers, the ample field of the metropolis. 
Aad bere it muft be obferved that the Door enjayed an advan- 
tage feldom. poffefled by poets in general; for having fome 
family-inheritaace of his own, large enough to fupply all the 
decent. comforts of life,,.he was under no neceflity of courting 
the. favour .or, fabmitsing to the controal of bookfellers; and 
was therefore enabled to give an unbridled indulgence to the 
bent of his genius, which feems vehemently to have directed 
him to fatire, in which he has certainly equalled the firl wri- 
ters this country has produced, 

It now becemes us to make fuch references to the works of 
this verfatile aathor as may juftify the high opinion we have 
declared of his genius ; which indeed is of fo Proteana kiad, 
that it appears in almoft every fhape; and while one fally of 
his fancy excites our admiration, another perhaps immediately 
occurs of fo very different a {pecies, that it is hardly poflidle to 
fuppofe they were both the progeny of the fame mind. 

In one refpect, however, we contefs there is a drawback on 
our partiality to this author ; and that arifes from the freedom 
in which he has fuffered his mafe to indulge herfelf on the cha- 
racter of a Great Perfonage. Kings are characters that thould 
not be fo flightly {ported with, for they are a€tually neceflary to 
the peace and decorum of fociety ; which, befides the felis 
fupport of ufefal laws, derives coalfiderable ftrength from the 
reverence in which the firlt magiltrate of a country is held by 
the generality of the people: for however juft the cenfare, the 
charaCter fhould be facred; though to the credit of our author 
it mult be acknowledged, that his effufions feem more charac- 
teriled by good-humoar than by the acrimonious feverity which 
difgraces the lays of Churchill, andthe letters of che elegant 
bus virulent Junius, 

There is, however; one circumétance in the life of our author 
which, as it tends to the fopport of a beautiful art, deferves to 
be recorded. Let it then be mentioned, that co him is painting 
indebted for Opie. This great artilt was found by our author 
in the mines of Cornwall, where his genius firlt difcovered it- 
felf in fach rade efforts as might have paffed unoblerved by a 
Jefs intelligent eye than shat of the Doctor’s, who faw inits 
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rougheft fhape the excellence whigh has fince expanded ‘into 
{uch importance, + Sal 

As far as we have been-able to traee the:poetical eateer of our 
author, his works have appeared-in the following order: 

His firft produ€ion was ‘* An Epiitle to the Reviewers,’?” 
a compofition of truly ironical ard faughable fatire. 

The next offspring of his mufe-was ‘“ Lyric Odes to the 
Royal Academicians,” which, with all their merit, we muft‘con- 
fefs,in fome of the: ftri€tures, are deficient in candour, and ape 
pear to flow more from a love of iatire, than ftom a'econvidtion 
of the demerits of the objedis of his critical feveritys') We'dare 
cite Mr. Weft as an inftance, who, though dar from’ a perfect 
painter, was entitled to more refpect from our author. 

His next work was “* Lyric Odes” on the fame fubjeé, with 
the famié. feverity and humour, and; we are afraid,-with the 
jame want of candour, 

During the intervals of his odaic effafions dur avthor pro- 
duced ** The Loufiad; a Mock<Heroic Poem,” abounding ‘in 
wit, humour, and flrength; but at the fame time defective in 
that refpe& due from a fubjeét to bis Sovereign. — Peter thould 
have recolleéted the old adage, that ‘truth foould not be /poken at 
all times. 

The foutidation of “* The Loufiad,” was a difcovery made 
by his Majetty one evening at fupperof a fomerbing on his plate 
hit had greenpeafe'on it. We have endeavoured to detect the 
Objeet Hat created fo much difgult. From the beft information 
we find it to have been’ a air from the human ‘head,’ which 
Peter, by a Jicentia poctica, converted into aloufe, Thus much 
happened in confequence of his Majefty’s ditcovery, wiz. the 
cab: {cullfons, &c. &¢, were forced to fubmit to the dreadfpl 
operation'of fhaving, to the nomber of fifty, and: great was their 
difpleaftte thereat.” ‘This we cam vouch for; but whether "tis a 
preper fubjeG for the poet's ridicule or hot, is a queition that 
hay adhhtoF fome controverty. 

Ou authorr*next controverfy was his * Epiftie to James 
Bofwell, Hig.” ‘The fubjectwas ondoebdtedly fair game, ind 
fully jaitified tie lath of his Juvenalian feverity. ‘This poem, 
for novelty of imagery, ftrength’of fatite, and glow of poetry, 
thay tank with any production im our language. 

The next labour of his pen was “ Bozzy and-Piozzi,” a juft 
ridicule of vain and ignorant biographers. 

After ‘this appeared ‘* Ode upon Ode,” in which Kings, 
Eaoreats, ‘Lords, Ladies, Knights; Pidlers, and Amateurs, are 
treated with moft unmercifal icveritys
